~—Senator Joseph R. McCarthy 
of Wisconsin died yesterday of | 
an acute liver inflammation, 
‘five days after entering the 
‘Naval Hospital in nearby Be- 
, thesda, Md. 


The Senator, one of the most | 
controversial political figures | 
of this century, was 48 years 
old. His death reduces to 46 
the number of Republicans, in 
the Senate. There are 49 Dem- 
ocrats. His successor probably 
will be chosen in a special elec- 
tion next fall. 

Funeral services will be held 
at 11 a.m. Monday in the Sen- 
ate chamber where in 1954 Sen- 
ator McCarthy was censured 
by vote of his fellow Senators 
for some of the methods he 
used to hunt for Red infiltra- 
tion of the Government. 

A Senate funeral service is 
not unprecedented, but there 
have been none since the serv- 
ices for Senator William E. 
Borah of Idaho in 1940. The 
bodies of several Senators, in- 
cluding that of Robert A. Taft 
of Ohio, have lain in state in 
the Senate.

His 
wife was with him when he 
died. He is survived also by an 
infant adopted daughter. 

Two of the Senator's brothers, 
William and Howard McCarthy, 
and a sister, Olive, flew here 
early today from Milwaukee. 

Flags on all government 
buildings were flown at half- 
staff. 

For four years Senator Mc- 
Carthy was a dominant figure 
whose hunt for Communists in 
Government and elsewhere 
aroused bitter controversy. In 
this time—covering parts of 
both the Democratic Truman 
Administration and the Repub- 
lican Eisenhower Administra- 
tion — Senator McCarthy dug 
into federal agencies and inter- 
rogated many Government offi- 
cials and private citizens. 

His critics coined the word 
“McCarthyism,” and accused 
him of trampling on individual 
rights. Many groups, including 
the American Legion, praised 
his efforts. 

Caused Men to Tremble. 

Senator McCarthy’s wrath 
caused Cabinet members to 
tremble in the days of his 
greatest power, but his influ- 
ence dwindled to a_ point 
where his voice was seldom 
heard, and less often heeded. 
Only this year, for example, 
the Senate overwhelmingly ap-

DENIAL OF LEAK 
FAILS TO SATISFY

After Trucker Fails to 
Pay Fine. 


Bonds totaling $2500 posted 
by former St. Louis county 
Sheriff Arthur C. Mosley were 
ordered forfeited today by Mag- 
istrate Joseph W. Murphy at 
Clayton as a result of the fail- 
ure of a truck driver to pay 
$879 in fines. 


After ordering the forfeiture, 
Magistrate Murphy directed 
that th ematter be referred to 
Prosecuting Attorney Edward 
W. Garnholz for steps to obtain 
a judgment against Mosley. 

Mosley, who has been sign- 
ing bail bonds on an inter- 
mittent basis since shortly after 
the Missouri Supreme Court or- 
dered him ousted as sheriff in 
Jatuary 1956, had posted five 
$500 bonds for William G. Og- 
den of Hartford, Conn. 

Ogden was arrested last Aug. 
28 after refusing to let the 
State Highway Patrol weigh his 
tractor-trailer, later found to be 
loaded with 30,600 pounds of 
frozen fish. Ogden subsequently 
pleaded guilty to five charges, 
including three of overloading 
of the truck and failure to obey 
the instructions of a highway 
patrolman. He was fined $879. 

He was given a Stay of execu- 
tion and 30 days in which to | 
pay the fines after pleading 
guilty last Sept. 14.

| ON STATE DLE FUNDS 


May Be Put in Banks or 


U.S. Securities, Attorney 
General | Says.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 3— 
State Treasurer M. E. Morris 
had broad discretion to de- 
termine whether state funds 
not needed for current opera- 
tions shall be deposited in 
banks in. interest-bearing de- 
posits, or invested in federal 
securities at higher interest 
rates, the Attorney General's 
department said today 

The opinion, requested by 
Morris, is designed to guide the 
treasurer in handling millions 
of dollars of so-called “idle 
funds” under a constitutional 
amendment adopted by voters 
last November and a legislative 
act to define his powers under 
that amendment 

Both the amendment and the 
act authorize bank deposits and 
investments in federal _ se- 
curities, but the act in effect 
limits interest on time deposits 
in banks to one per cent. 

The attorney general's opin- 
ion held the state treasurer, in 
determining the handifmg of 
state funds not needed for cur- 
rent operating expenses, has 
broad discretion to determine 
“whether it is in the best inter- 
est of the people of Missouri to 
place them in interest-bearing 
time deposits in banks, or in- 
vest them in specified types of 


United States obligations.” 
“Comparative yield is only 

one of the matters which the 

treasurer is required to con- 


sider, and it is not his duty, as 


a matter of law, to obtain the 
highest rate of interest that is 
obtainable,” the attorney gen- 
eral said. “The courts will not 


interfere with or review the ac- 
tion of the state treasurer in 
the absence of evidence of his 
failure to exercise his discre- 
tion in good faith.”

The increase may be made 
effective after five days’ notice | 
to the traveling public. . 

These six and other East-'| 
ern railroads were granted au-| 
thority at the beginning of the | 
year to increase their passen- | 
ger fares, both coach and first | 
class, by 5 per cent effective | 
Jan. 9. This increase was | 
granted on an interim basis, but | 
was made permanent by today’s | 
order. ; 

The six railroads granted a/| 
15 per cent advance for travel | 
in sleeping and parlor cars to- | 
day had originally asked for a | 
45 per cent increase in the first- 


class rates, but limited their | 
coach hike request to 5 per | 
cent.

| CLEVELAND, May 3 (AP)— 
A research team announced to-

to cause high blood pressure. 

The substance is an enzyme 
known as Angiotonin—II. It 
exists in the blood stream in 
extremely minute quantities. 
The kidney produces rennin. 
Through an enzyme reaction in 
the blood stream the rennin 
ee Angiotonin—I, which 

relatively harmless. But the 
same process produces a tiny 
amount of Angiotonin—1l, 
which has power to tighten the 
walls of the blood vessels. When 
the walls tighten, the blood 
pressure goes up. And hyper- | 
tension, as high blood pressure | 
is called, can lead to all kinds | 
of “hardening of the arteries” 
and ailments of the heart and | 
bleod vessels (cardiovascular), |

He was not tried for the mur- 
ders of two other members of 
the Salamoni family, in their 
home. The Missouri Supreme 
Court affirmed the conviction 
and set the execution for Feb. 
15, 1935.

Park suspended the death sen- 
tence until Barbata was “re- 
stored to reason” at the Fulton 
hospital.

The Small Dairies’ View 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Your editorial, “A Threat to Milk 
Prices,” very clearly states your 
opinion, supplemented by scholastic 
observations by Prof. Joseph Kla- 
mon, the view of large dairy inter- 
ests and the St. Louis Consumers 
Federation. In keeping with the 
concept of fairness and justice as 
set forth by Joseph Pulitzer, perhaps 
many of your readers would like to 
know why we of the small dairy in- 
Ts have supported Missouri H.B. 

Across Missouri, at Hannibal, Jef- 
ferson City, Rolla, Springfield, Kan- 
sas City and the Lead Belt, small 
dairies that have contributed much 
to the well-being of their respective 
communities have seen milk-price 
wars ruin their businesses. 

These price wars are started by 
large dairies with the primary aim 
of establishing themselves in an 
area at any cost. They know that 
they could afford to lose money on 
milk in one area because, with their 
wide distribution, these losses could 
be recovered in some other area.

Does Prof. Klamon realize that 
the purchase price of milk from 
producers is governed and fixed by 
the federal marketing order? If it 
is good marketing practice for an 
agency of the Government to fix the 

rice to be paid for the raw product, 
is it not logical that marketing of 
the finished product also be reg- 
ulated? However, H.B. 288 is not a 
price-fixing bill. It does not inter- 
fere in any manner with competi- 
tion which is conducted on a fair, 
ethical basis. 

The professor further offers the 
small dairy industry the unsolicited 
advice to seek relief under Missouri 
anti-trust laws. But there is no Mis- 
souri law which would accomplish 
the purposes of H.B. 288. 

Your editorial point relating the 
predicament of the butter industry 
is well put. However, we fail to see 
the application of this to the fluid 
milk industry. You are speaking of 
two similar products, neither of 
which bears any federal price con- 
trol. Fluid milk is not only con- 
trolled price-wise through federal 
market order, but is also produced, 
processed and distributed under rig- 
id Health Department ordinances. 
“We of the small dairy industry 
have asked our legislators to do for 
us what we are unable to do for 
ourselves. We ask that the large 
dairy interests be curbed in their 
efforts to liquidate the small, inde- 
pendently-owned dairies, through 
practices which tend to destroy com- 
petition and create further monopoly 
in the dairy industry. | 
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The statement attributed to Prof. 
Klamon that H.B. 288 would inevi- 
tably increase the price of milk to 
consumers is scholastic brain-work. 
Time and again, when the competi- 
tion of small dairies has been 
usurped, the price of milk invariably 
goes back to a level that the large 
dairy dictates. Further, in states 
where below-cost selling of milk is 
prohibited, there is more orderly 
marketing of this vital food. 

The small dairy industry has al- 
ways furnished its consumers milk 
and milk products comparable to or 
of greater quality than the large 
dairies. We want to continue doing 
so. We do not fear competition 
offered on a fair and ethical basis. 
We do ask, however, that H.B. 288 
be enacted to prohibit those prac- 
tices which are clearly designed to 
liquidate small dairies in order to 
gain dictatorial control of the con- 
sumer’s milk market.

How high a score is St. Louis making in its 
work with neglected and delinquent children? 

A questionnaire prepared by the National 
Probation and Parole Association enables every 
community to grade itself. It was prepared in 
response to requests from hundreds of persons 
—social workers, government officials, crime 
reporters, magazine editors, officers of service 
clubs—for a summary of the basic essentials. 
An Advisory Council of Judges did the choosing. 
The council was composed of 40 judges. Mis- 
sourians on it were Judge Laurance M. Hyde 
of the Missouri Supreme Court and Circuit 
Judge Ivan Lee Holt Jr. of St. Louis. 

Ten basic essentials were determined upon. 
Here they are, together with answers we have 
supplied for St. Louis: 

1. A special police youth bureau. YES. Per- 
haps it needs strengthening, but there is a 
Juvenile Division of the St. Louis Police De- 
partment, with juvenile officers in all the dis- 
tricts. 

2. A full-time juvenile court judge. NO. 

3. A good probation staff. NO. 

4. Psychiatric and psychological services for 
the juvenile court. NO. The city has a Child 
Guidance Clinic, but it is distant from the 
court and performs a variety of services. 

5. A detention home—not a jail—for chil- 
dren. YES—BUT. The Children’s Building, 
on Clark street, is not modern. A new building 
is in prospect as a bond-issue project. 

6. Shelter care for dependent and neglected 
children. NO. Shelter care is temporary, 
emergency care for non-delinquents. 

7. Foater homes for delinquent and neglected 
children. YES. 

8. Family service agencies. YES. Primarily 
the Family and Children’s Service and the 
Board of Children’s Guardians. 

9. Special facilities for mentally defective 
and disturbed children. NO. Malcolm Bliss and 
Homer Phillips hospitals lack in-patient wards 
for children; the entrance age at Bliss is 17. 

10. Training schools that really re-educate. 
YES—BUT. In St. Louis two training schools 
are administered by the Board of Children’s 
Guardians: Missouri Hills, for boys, and Mera- 
mec Hills, for girls. In Missouri there are two 
state training schools—at Boonville, for boys, 
at Chillicothe for girls. All would require sub- 
stantial strengthening before they could boast 
that they “really re-educate.” 

So St. Louis scores 50, with 20 of that 50 bear- 
ing reservations to an outright YES. That is 
less than the mere passing grade we elders 
demand of our children. Is it as good as our 
children should be able to demand of us?

We are happy to be able to publish today a 
letter from Representative Thomas B. Curtis of 
Webster Groves dealing with the Eisenhower- 
backed bill for American membership in the 
Organization for Trade Co-operation. Mr. Curtis 
says he is one of four Republicans who voted 
to report the measure from the Ways and Means 
committee last year. 

Mr. Curtis used 11 closely printed pages in 
the Ways and Means committee’s report on the 
bill for “supplemental views.” Nowhere, so far 
as we could determine, did he say clearly and 
unequivocally: “This is a good bill and I am for 
it.” Instead . . Well, here’s the first para- 
graph of his “supplemental views”:

It is good to know that Mr. Curtis voted to 
report out the bill last year, and we hope he 
would vote to report it out this year. But is he 
for it, or against it?

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The Dog and the Fireman 

Our direct experience with fires is limited, 
but we do recall one thing about the time an 
overheated fireplace caused an alarm to be 
turned in from our house. As the helmeted and 
booted firemen charged through the front door, 
amid the excited cries of people directing them 
where to find the fire, the dog went for the 
nearest fireman and had to be kicked in the 
ribs by that public servant. 

It has always seemed to us that the dog’s reac- 
tion was the result of a perfectly understand- 
able miscalculation of the situation, and that 
the fireman’s response was a regrettable neces- 
sity.

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Lambert Field Becomes Congested 

Two important facts are to be found in the 
statistics on plane movements at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field during 1956 which have been re- 
leased in Washington by the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration. 

First, what had been predicted by experts 
has now come true and the field is rated as a 
congested airport. It is more difficult to handle 
traffic at a congested airport and there is more 
waste of time, money and effort than at an un- 
congested field. Second, and on the more encour- 
aging side, there have been substantial in- 
creases in commercial airliner and in civil air- 
craft flights while military flights increased by 
only 513. It is good to know St. Louis is moving 
ahead in this important area. 

Last year there were 92,456 plane movements 
by airliners and 46,650 by civil aircraft, includ- 
ing many company owned planes. The previous 
year there were 83,904 airliner movements 
and 41,294 civil flights. Not considering purely 
local traffic, wherein planes do not go beyond 
jurisdiction of the control tower, the traffic at 
Lambert has increased 8 per cent over 1955. 
The field also has moved up from the eleventh 
busiest in the nation to the ninth busiest, not 
counting local movements. 

This newest report on congested Lambert 
Field serves to re-emphasize what the Airport 
Use Panel, representing all federal agencies 
concerned, recommended last January: that 
Naval Air and Air National Guard activities be 
transferred from Lambert Field to a new mili- 
tary airport near St. Louis. With them re- 
moved, according to the experts, Lambert Field 
would be able to handle much more commer- 
cial and civilian traffic and yet not reach the 
saturation point of 250,000 plane movements 
until 1963. 

The Navy, which has until Sept. 1 to — o 
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site for the new military airport, has a heavy 
responsibility on its hands. But so has St. 
Louis. It will take many months to build a 
new airport and during that time the congestion 
at Lambert Field will become even worse. Is 
St. Louis going to be ready for the jet airliner 
era that is almost at hand? 
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McLeod Scrapes Through 


The Senate Foreign Relations Committee sel- 
dom rejects presidential nominations for am- 
bassadors, so the unusual fact about the 9-6 vote 
to confirm Scott McLeod is the strength of the 
opposition. 

Mr. McLeod is now on his way toward becom- 
ing our envoy most extraordinary to Ireland, 
unless the Senate itself halts him. The Senate 
has seen some strange ambassadorial appoint- 
ments, based on political contributions and any- 
thing except ambassadorial qualifications, and 
has halted few of them. | 

Nevertheless, the chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, Senator Theodore F. Green 
of Rhode Island, came to the conclusion after 
hearings that Mr. McLeod “does not seem to 
measure up” to the diplomatic assignment. 

If the test of an ambassador is the best repre- 
sentation the United States can get abroad, Mr. 
McLeod does not measure up. His record shows 
that he represented the right-wing super-nation- 
alist bloc, and that hardly represents the nation. 
Mr. McLeod aided the forces of Senator Bridges 
and the late Senator McCarthy repeatedly while 
serving in the State Department, and went over 
Secretary of State Dulles’s head if not behind 
his back to do so. 

The elementary fact is that a representative 
of the day of McCarthyism is not the best rep- 
resentative for the United States today, and 
never was. If Hollywood movies, comic books 
and arrogant tourists give a false impression 
of this country abroad, what kind of impression 
will be given by a man who fought State Depart- 
ment appointments while in the Department, 
who leaked groundless security information, who 
played the numbers game on loyalty dismissals 
and who made political speeches from a suppos- 
edly non-partisan position?

Six Democrats should not have constituted 
the minority in this case. In view of Mr. Mc- 
Leod’s past undermining activities in the State 
Department, Republicans might logically have 
opposed the nomination, and Secretary Dulles 
might logically have urged them to do so. But 
the disposition to remove Mr. McLeod else- 
where apparently was too strong, for it was Mr. 
Dulles who urged the appointment on the Presi- 
dent, and the Republicans who supported it. 

The Democratic majority in the Senate may 
have little disposition to save Secretary Dulles 
from diplomatic association with a man who did 
him no favors. But if the Senate considers first 
of all whether it is sending a qualified envoy to 
represent America in Ireland, it will certainly 
reject the McLeod nomination. 
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The Secret Way 


The Missouri Senate Judiciary Committee still 
refuses to tell the public how its members voted 
behind closed doors to kill the bill for repeal 
of the mandatory severance law, and thus the 
furtive manner prevails in committees. 

Here was a criminal law reform sought for 30 
years. The bill would have allowed the trial 
judge to decide whether defendants jointly 
charged with the same crime should be tried 
together or separately. At present the defend- 
ants can decide for separate trials simply by de- 
manding them. This has meant continuances, 
expense, and delays favoring the defendants and 
their lawyers. 

Is there any reason why a state judge, like a 
federal judge, should not have discretion to de- 
cide where the interests of justice lie? It is not 
enough reason that defense attorneys favor the 
system of prolonged trial. Yet the Judiciary 
Committee, made up entirely of lawyers, voted 
6 to 4 to keep Missouri's trial system prolonged, 
difficult and expensive. 

Beyond that, the committee also refuses to 
say how its individual members stood for or 
against criminal code reform, though three 
members have indicated how they voted. The 
Missouri Constitution says: “ .. . the recorded 
vote of the members shall be filed with all re- 
ports on bills.” The framers of the Constitution 
meant this to end committee secrecy. 

Missouri justice will.catch up with repeal of 
the mandatory severance law in time, but re- 
form will come sooner when the legislawwrs are 
courageous enough to tell the people where 
they stand.

A Footnote to History 

Like Huey Long, Senator McCarthy will occu- 
py a place in history considerably less con- 
spicuous than the one he enjoyed for a few 
turbulent years in current affairs. His un- 
timely death found him already much reduced 
in influence and public attention. In the per- 
spective of time his significance in the larger 
stream of national development will probably 
shrink to the dimensions of a footnote. 

One of the curious aspects of his career that 
will interest the historians is how it happened 
that he gave his name to a political attitude and 
technique which he neither invented nor most 
successfully exploited. There had been self- 
serving anti-Communists before him who built 
political fortunes on the same general activities 
for which he became famous, and some of them 
did much better in the long run than he. 

Richard Milhous Nixon, most notably, rose 
rapidly from House to Senate by the same route 
which McCarthy later was to make his own. As 
the “prosecutor” of Alger Hiss he put himself 
in position to win a Senate seat from Helen 
Douglas by exploiting to the fullest the methods 
of character assassination, innuendo and fear of 
Communism later to become known as Mc- 
Carthyism. 

Yet it was Mr. Nixon who became respectable 
and moved steadily upward until even the pres- 
idency was within reach, whereas Senator Mc- 
Carthy fell afoul of Senate censure and saw

Why Unions Need Free Speech — Between Book Ends 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


In labor as in. nation, freedom to criticize is essential to health 
of organization, says author whose book won Hillman Founda- 
tion award; traces present troubles of some unions to dicta- 
torial repression; urges arbitration of member complaints. 


From an Address at the Hillman Foundation Award Luncheon 
by Prof. Walter Gellhorn, Columbia University Law School 


A lot of well-meaning people—as well 
as a few who are not so well-meaning— 
think that individual freedom is a lux- 
ury the country cannot afford today. 
At least, they think that freedom for 
individuals whose views they happen 
not to share is something we can and 
should readily surrender. 

Many of these let’s-give-it-up folk are 
active flag wavers. The fact of the 
matter is that, despite their patriotic 
intent, they are subverters of the na- 
tional interest they seek to uphold. 


Individual freedom is not a luxury at 
all. The justification is not that this or 
that individual ig made happier. The 
real point about maintaining differ- 
ences by permitting freedom of expres- 
sion is that a free and diverse society 
is likely to be healthier than a society 
which levels out dissent by running a 
steam roller over dissenters. 

When speech is allowed to be free, 
we can be certain that a very consider- 
able amount of rot is going to be spoken. 
Sometimes dissent is silly. Sometimes it 
creates uncertainties that delay neces- 
sary governmental decisions, or that 
hamper their effective administration. 
But—as against all of these demerits 
which might make us feel how lovely it 
would be if everyone thought alike, or 
at least were not allowed to think out 
loud — untrammeled expression does 
have one great and moving merit. It 
allows people to vent dissatisfactions 
before they build up into disasters. 


Role of the Dissenters 


Every time some “crackpot” or “radi- 
cal” or “intellectual” or “union agita- 
tor” gets up on his hind legs to com- 
plain about things as they are, the rest 
of us have a chance to take a fresh look 
at the problem. 

Oddly enough, the labor movement— 
which has, I believe, experienced many 
direct proofs of wh@ has been said 
about the virtues of political freedom— 
has not always been equally perceptive 
about the need for safeguarding free 
expression by its own members. Part 
of the present mess in which it finds 
itself stems from that fact. 

Many people nowadays are being re- 
volted by revelations that high union 
leaders have been corrupt. Why, it is 
sometimes asked, don’t the members 
throw those bums out? And why did 
the members need the prodding of Sen- 
ator McClellan of Arkansas to start 
being worried about the stench beneath 
the floorboards? 

I suggest that one powerful explana- 
tion is to be found in restraints upon 
the members’ freedom to criticize. 

Too many unions have made it too 
perilous for their members to be effec- 
tive complainers. And when complain- 
ing has been deterred, troubles have 
accumulated. Now they are piled so 
high that the whole labor movement— 
the innocent parts along with the guilty 
—may find itself open to attack. 


When People Neglect Rights 
As in society at large, the chief prob- 
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Freedom of expression by viewers- 
with-alarm in unions has sometimes 
been limited by the use of unadorned 
thuggery. I have no easy prescription 
for ending hoodlumism, Fortunately it 
is not commonplace in unions. It pre- 
sents there as it does elsewhere in 
society a serious challenge to law en- 
forcement. 

Violence on the waterfront or on the 
highway must be stamped out by vigi- 
lant police work and prosecution. It is 
a major problem. But physical gang- 


sterism is by no means the heart of the — 


problem that besets labor unionism. 
The core of the matter lies, rather, in 
the lack of protection accorded a mem- 
ber who faces penalties in the form of 
union disciplinary proceedings or re- 
prisals because he has tried to set 
aright things that he thought were 
wrong. 


If It’s Good Enough for U.S.A.... 


We are fond of saying that a man 
should have the courage of his own 
convictions. But I have always thought 
that, in a democracy, a man should feel 
free to have convictions even though he 
might not in fact be very courageous. 
Some labor organizations seemingly 
proceed on the theory that a dissenter 
must be an absolute hero. 

Interestingly enough, the big scandals 
do not pop up in unions which, like the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers, believe 
that what is a good enough policy for 
the United States of America is good 
enough for them. The scandals pop up 
in unions with a more dictatorial out- 
look on life: unions which discourage 
protest and questioning, unions which 
have made plain their belief that free- 
dom of speech is not a good to be 
nourished, but an evil to be suppressed. 


At this point a great deal can be 
accomplished—and easily accomplished 
—to polish up the labor movement by 
preserving the freedom of individuals. 
The Upholsterers and the Auto Workers 
have made a beginning in the right 
direction by setting up a final appeals 
board of distinguished private citizens, 
to decide whether a member has been 
unjustly disciplined by the union. This 
is good, but not good enough. 


Nationwide Grievance Machinery 


A better answer, in my opinion, would 
be for the whole union movement—by 
joint rather than single action—to set 
up a decentralized grievance machinery 
to which any individual member may 
have recourse if he thinks his organi- 


coast, from Canada to Mexico, 
country has developed an able, richly 
experienced corps of impartial labor 
accessible, and 
trustworthy tribunal ought to be pro- 
vided for all members of all unions. 
This can be done by the simple device 
of allowing recourse to local arbitra- 
tion, at union expense. 


Away to the Red Planet! 


A SPACE TRAVELER’S GUIDE TO 
MARS, by I. M. Levitt. (Holt, 175 pgs., 
$3.50.) 

When the red planet swings through 
the sky, men’s thoughts turn to travel. 
And in the lives of the present Earth 
Men, space travelers will flash through 
endless space and touch down on Mars 
itself—this is the assured promise of 
Dr. Levitt, director of the Fels Plane- 
tarium in Philadelphia. 


All the imagination of the ages has 
centered on the fascinating speculation 
of whether life exists on Mars and 
why those “canals” span the planet’s 
great deserts. To these questions 
Levitt brings a positive response, 
based on science’s best guesses, pred- 
icated on earthly hypotheses and em- 
pirical evidence. 


“There is considerable evidence that 
a vegetable life is present on Mars,” 
writes Levitt. “There is no evidence 
that animal life can exist there. .. .” 

In Mars’s brief summers, the polar 
ice-caps melt and moisture spreads 
over the arid, fiery 
sands. With the 
life-giving water, 
dormant lichens 
come to rapid flow- 
ering and spread 
swiftly over the 
hemispheres. Their 
color phases shift 
from green to 
orange, and then 
they are gone 
again in the frig- 
id Martian nights. 

Despite the 
strong beliefs of 
some astronomers, 
Levitt holds that 
“it is highly unlikely that there are ca- 
nals on Mars....By far the overwhelm- 
ing majority of the canals must be sim- 
ply random surface markings and most 
certainly not the product of a superior 
intelligence inhabiting the planet.” 


Among the most amazing passages 
of Levitt’s effectively styled account 
of man and Mars are the stories of 
how human intuition and thought 
solved many of its most intricate 
puzzles long years ago. 


Away back in 1610, Kepler in a re- 
markable display of informed guessing 
predicted, on the basis of mystical and 
numerical rhythm that Mars must have 
two moons. This was long before the 
eye of the telescope could search them 
out. And in 1726, Jonathan Swift—the 
satirist who became storyteller for 
children, by bitter irony — specified 
with almost incredible exactitude the 
distance of the moons from Mars and 
the speed of their orbits. 


Although Mars is 34,600,000 miles 
from our Earth, we know its temper- 
atures almost as well as our own. On 
Mars, the daytime range is from 30 
to 85 degrees in the temperate zones, 
though it may drop as low as 100 de- 
grees below at night. This compares 
with an earthly range from 96 below in 
Siberia up to 140 above in Death 
And while Mars has no seas, 
it does have mountains which rise to 
9000-foot summits.

Private housing consultants, 
economists, architects, and gov- 
ernment officials joined 100 
builders from all parts of the 
country in the largest crowd 
ever to attend a meeting at the 
Center, N.A.H.B. spokesmen 
reported. 


“Despite the drastic fall-off 
in middle income rental hous- 
ing construction during the last 
five years, we in the National 
Association of Home Builders 
have not thrown in the sponge 
for rental housing,” declared 
Lewis Cenker, Atlanta, Ga., 
builder and chairman of the 
conference. “Far from it. We 
intend to do for rental housing 
what the N.A.H.B. has done for 
single family home construc- 
tion—use all our ingenuity, ex- 
perience, and resources to de- 


velop a program that will meet | 


the need of America’s rental 
housing demand, before an 


|emergency program becomes 


| necessary. 
Two Actions Cited. 
“Naturally, this meeting 


hasn't come up with the solu- 
tion of the entire problem of 
rental housing production: For 
one thing, we do not have the 
special mechanisms which ex- 


_isted in the past: to help solve 


the peculiar financial problems 

| of today. However, we do feel 
| that this conference has helped 
| to alert the industry to a real 
| problem.” 


Two actions taken thus far 
by the homebuilders organiza- 
tion were cited by Marvin §&. 
Gilman, Long Island home 
builder and co-chairman of the 
conference. 


“First, we have re-opened the 
lines of communication be- 
tween private builders and the 
government housing agencies,” 
said Gilman. “For several years 
these lines have been virtually 
closed, but we find now that 
respect and understanding for 
mutual problems have begun 
to appear. 

“Second, N.A.H.B. is now be- 
ginning to develop special aids 
for its members who want to 
build rental housing, to pre- 
pare them for the job that has 
to be done. One is a complete 
rental housing service, as com- 
plete as anything we have ever 
done in the single family home 
field. 


“We feel that the increasing 


need for rental housing con- 
struction should receive in- 
creasing attention. This dees 


not have to be nor should it be 
at the expense of single family 
home construction, but the two 
types should be expanded wher- 
-ever the need exists.” 
Opportunity Improves. 


The builders also agreed that 
the success of the urban re- 
newal program, now moving 
into the development stage in 
many localities, will depend in 
large part upon production of 
moderate-priced rental housing.

NEW DEBTS, REPAYMENTS ABOUT BALANCE |

NEW YORK, May 3 (AP). 
MERICANS have welcomed spring by buying more things on 
time again after trimming their instalment debts in the first 
two months of the year. At the same time they have stepped 
up the total of their repayments so that new debt and payments 
on the old now just about balance. 

And the total of charge accounts in the stores has dropped— 
bringing total consumer credit below its level of March 1. These 
shifts in the tactics of policing of personal budgets could be a 
clue to the course of consumer buying in general—and, therefore, 
to the continuance of the much touted good times.

NEW YORK, May 3. 
ARGE AND GOWER CHAMPION are such a cute 
young married couple that you can forgive them 
a great deal and, on their new show, you have to. 
On their very first show about a month ago, Gower 
was in a wheelchair as a result of an auto accident 
and practically the first line of dialogue was: “Its 
only a broken toe but being a man he’s enjoying 
every minute of it.”

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College Owned by 126,000 Women dh RECORD

HEN Blanche H. Dow was 
W a little girl, her father, a 
college president, used to 
admiringly, she recalls, 
“that woman's college over 
there.” “That woman” ‘was Vir- 
ginia Cottey Stockard—Miss 
Cottey—and “over there” was 
Nevada, Mo., where Cottey Col- 
lege is located. Blanche Dow 
up to become Dr. Blanche 
, noted educator, since 1949 
president of Cottey College, and 
= its most vocal ad- 
er. 


The story is told that several 
summers ago, Dr. Dow was 
awakened at 4 a.m. by the night 
watchman who had come across 
some visitors. He explained to 
the sleepy president that they 
had come out of their way to 
go through Nevada to see the 
college but had to be in Joplin 
for breakfast. He assured them 
she wouldn't mind getting up 
to show them around. So at 
4 a.m. Dr. Dow took the visitors 
on a tour, proving that it is 
never too early or too late for 
her to sing the praises of Cot- 
tey. 

Cottey College has several un- 
usual features. First, it is 
owned by 126,000 women, mem- 
bers of the P.E.O. Sisterhood 
who received the college as a 
gift from its founder in 1927, 
Dr. Dow is in St. Louis attend- 
ing the state convention of the 
Illinois P.E.O. But academically, 
Cottey a two-year junior col- 
lege, also has a claim to fame. 

“It seems to me that its prin- 
cipal virtue is that it puts first 
things first,” Dr. Dow de- 
scribes it. “We make no apol- 
ogies but neither do we deviate 
from the straight line that the 
first purpose of Cottey College 
is its academic program. We 
haven't a _ single vocational 
course. You can’t take horse- 
back riding and you can’t take 
hairdressing at Cottey. We are 
strictly a transfer school and 
90 per cent of our girls go on 
to colleges like Holyoke and 
Smith and Barnard and the 
University of Chicago. They 
are equipped to succeed. 

“I've just had a long session 
with a mother whose daughter 
hasn't come up to our level. We 
can't let her come back. Her 
mother was very satisfied with 
her work and I couldn’t seem 
to make her understand that, 
for the good of the college, we 
can’t keep a who do not 
have the ability to meet our 
standards.”

As you sink back into the 
gold and black upholstery, 
you are startled to nwute 
that the inside of the cab, 
instead of looking like a 
dried-up hog wallow, is 
spotiessly clean. You feel 
a grateful coolness—and 
discover the cab is air- 
conditioned.

“CARE FOR the evening 
paper, sir?’’ asks Roma, handing you a copy of the latest 
edition, “If you wish to smoke, you'll find cigars and ciga- 
rettes behind you.” 

You turn and on the shelf behind the seat you see two 
glass containers in which are three popular brands of ciga- 
rettes, regular and filtered, and two kinds, of cigars—domes- 
tic and imported. There are also matches, several kinds 
of chewing gum, mints, chocolates, small packets of paper 
cleansing tissues, scotch tape, and a lip pomade. 

After lighting your cigar or cigarette for you, Roma 
asks your destination and drives you there at a steady con- 
servative pace.

Why does Roma go to all this trouble to please casual 
passengers? Largely because he likes to see people com- 
fortable, and it pleases him still to practice the little courte- 
sies he learned during seven and one-half years of buttling 
here and in Paris for a French general, a perfume manu- 
facturer and a concert pianist.

Does it pay off in extra tips from pleased passengers, 
many of whom have written him testimonials?

But this 
doesn’t disappoint me, as that is not my purpose. The other 
drivers say I must either be a millionaire—or crazy—to 
put a cab like this on the streets.

MEXICO CITY, May 3 (INS). 

OME 20-odd years ago a 
§ young tango dancer, trem- 

bling with stage fright, was 
pushed onto a vaudeville stage 
as the replacement for a sud- 
denly ill master of ceremonies. 
In the.moments that followed 

a legend was born, 

The youth was Mario Moreno, 
now know as Mexico’s fabulous 
comedian “Cantinflas,” and de- 
scribed by some who have seen 
him in “Around the World in 
80 Days” as a comic genius on 
a par with Charlie Chaplin. 

But on that night long ago he 
was just a kid so scared he be- 
gan flapping his arms helplessly 
and lapsed into the sing-song, 
often incoherent jargon of Mex- 
ico City’s slum districts, saying 
whatever tumbled from his con- 
fused mind. 

The audience in the provin- 
cial Michoacan village began to 
chuckle, then to laugh, then to 
roar with irrepressible mirth 
that left their sides aching and 
their knees weak. 

They heard only little of 
what he said, and understood 
even _iess. But something 
wrapped up in his gestures, 
stance and facial expressions 
reached out and touched a 
“funny bone” with such poign- 
ancy that they laughed—had 
to laugh—were pushed into 
laughter the way children some- 
times lose control of a giggle 
and howl with side-splitting 
hilarity. 

And so the between-acts mas- 
ter of ceremonies became the 
star, and from that day forward 
the course of the sideshow 
tango dancer was clearly 
marked. In the art of making 
people laugh he has proved to 
be as great. 

He returned to Mexico City 
and teamed with comic Estanis- 
lao Schillinsky, Mario playing 
the pathetic little pauper from 
the slums who regularly re- 
ceived the brunt of adversities. 

His union with Schillinsky 
was rewarding in more than 
just a professional way. He 
met and fell in love with Schil- 
linsky’s beautiful sister, Valen- 
tina, a dancer in the show. A 
few years later, they,were mar- 
ried. She still is Mrs. Mario 

foreno. 

It was while Mario was with 
‘chillinsky that he came by the 
‘ame “Cantinflas.” One night 
| patron shrieked, “Ese mi Can- 


inflas,” which roughly trans- 
ated means, “Take it away, 
‘antinflas.” 


After the show Mario tried 
insuccessfully to locate the 
man to learn what the name 
neant. Nevertheless, he liked 
it and used it thereafter. 

Cantinflas’s popularity grew 
rapidly and he went from the 
street “carpas” (sideshows) to 
bigger vaudeville houses. In 
1934, producer Jose Fursten- 
berg booked Cantinflas in the 
“Folies Bergere,” the equiva- 
lent to a Broadway stint in New 
York, and Mario Moreno was a 
star. Movie director Contreras 
Torres gave Cantinflas his first 
try at films in a two-reeler. It 
was a smash as was the one that 
followed it. 

That was enough for Mario. 
He started with his own film 
company which has averaged a 
picture a year in the 20 years 
since. Every film has starred 
Cantinflas. Every film has been 
a boxoffice smash. 
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In all his pictures Cantinflas 
has been virtually the same 
slum-tongued character he was 
that night ir the Michoacan vil- 
lage. While his dialogue is 
hilarious, few people ever hear 
much of it. They begin laugh- 
ing the moment Cantinflas ap- 
pears on the screen and it’s a 
rare phrase that reaches the ear 
over the mirthful din. 

Mario’s appearance in Mike 
Todd’s ambitious production 
“Around the World in 80 Days’ 
was his first venture into inter- 
national films. 

“Although I had received a 
number of offers previously to 
appear in foreign movies,” Can- 
tinflas said in an interview, “I 
was a little scared.” 

He explained that his fear 
stemmed from the idea that 
Americans especially might not 
find his type of comedy funny. 
He added: 

“Now I know they know how 
to laugh. It was a very heart- 
warming experience for me. 
And I hope to make many more 
foreign films.” 

Although Cantinflas was 
from a poor family, it was not, 
as is commonly believed, 
gripped by dire poverty. He 
was the fourth child in a fam- 
ily of six boys and two girls 
and attended primary and sec- 
ondary schools.

IS mother, Soledad Reyes 
de Moreno, and his father, 
Pedro Moreno, still are liv- 
ing and in good health at the 
respective ages of 74 and 84. 

Their famous son's first in- 
vestment from his show busi- 
ness, earnings was to build them 
a modest mansion on Mexico 
City’s pretentious Paseo de la 
Reforma. Years later he built 
his own home not far distant 
in order to be able to visit 
them regularly. 

“I see them almost every 
day,” said Cantinflas.

The South hand meets our 
standards for an opening two 
bid. We'd rather the suits were 
majors for the game force, but 
still would concede that the 
gods of chance had been suffi- 
ciently good to us. North read 
South's four heart call as a like- 
ly cue bid and properly re- 
turned to five clubs. 


Against five clubs the spade 
king was opened and the suit 
continued. South ruffed and at 
trick three played the heart ace, 
He had two potential heart los- 
ers in addition to the spade and 
no discards available. His only 
hope to avoid losing three tricks 
was to force the opponents to 
give him a ruff and discard. If 
either opponent held the king- 
queen of hearts blank, they 
would have to do so if thrown 
in after the hand was stripped. 


But, more likely than the 
king-queen blank was king- 
small or queen-small in either 
hand. The point of playing the 
ace of hearts early was to catch 
the opponents before they were 
fully alerted as to exactly what 
declarer’s problem was. On the 
ace of hearts play, West might 
have decided to drop his king 
but the fact is that he just plain 
wasn’t ready yet, even though 
he happened to be a top-notch 
player. 

After everyone followed low 
on the heart ace three rounds 
of trumps were drawn and then 
three rounds of diamonds. Not- 
ing that all the opposing dia- 
monds were now extracted, de- 
clarer intelligently resisted the 
impulse to cash his fourth high 
diamond.

a 'M glad I reared my family before the word ‘teen- 

J acer was ever dreamed up,” says a mother Whose 

children are grown. Her grandchildren are no longer 

just members of families but have suddenly entered a world 

of their own—the world of 
teen-agers. 


This grandmother's idea 
is that in lumping ail 
adolescents together. as 
“teen-agers,” we've en- 
couraged them to live in 
this isolated world. Not 
only that, but we've built 
up unncessary resentment 


the adult world by the 
loose way in which we use 
the term. 

A gang of irresponsible, 
destructive hoodlums slash 
tires and break windshields or beat up some kid who doesn't 
belong to their gang and, because the members of the gang 
are under 20, we don't call them law-breakers and hoodlums. 
We call them teen-agers. 

A smart-aleck gets behind the wheel of a car and en- 
dangers lives and, because he is 17 or 18 years old, we 
don’t label him a reckless driver. Our disgust is summed 
up in the words, “teen-age driver.” 

Instead of wondering what's the matter with parents 
who let their adolescent children roam the streets most of 
the night and never bother to find out where they are, we 
wonder out loud what “teen-agers” are coming to. 

That’s the kind of talk our adolescents hear day in 
and day out. So is it surprising that they feel shut off in a 
world of their own and that adults have no part in it and 
no understanding of it? 

Why don’t we at least drop the word “teen-ager” when 
we aren't talking about young people in general, but young 
hoodlums? Let's start calling our young law-breakers by any 
name their crimes warrant—thieves, robbers, reckless driv- 
ers, or whatever, instead of referring to them as teen-agers 
when they defy law and order. It might help a lot to erase 
the idea that we adults have a low opinion of teen-agers in 
general.
